7 -9th of 'December ( as is mention'before )-it. was credibly reparted,

way to appeale the pedple : The feſult of Which"was; That a Pro- 
clamation ſhould be immediately iſſued out, commanding all peo- 
ple to repair to their reſpeAtive Dwellings , aſſuring them that no 
injury was intended againſt them, making. it penal for any man 
afterward to deſert his own Houſe, or aſfociate himſelf with any 
riotous people in any Garrifon-Town or ſtrong Houſes. But not- 
withſtanding all theſe fair Promiſes and Threats, the people were 
ſo univerſally alarmed by theſe Circular Letters (whether true or 
falſe) 'that they daily-joined themſelves in greater Numbers ;\and 
many of them'went into England, Scotland, and the Iſle of Main for 
ſafety; carrying with' them what they conveniently could. The 
Earl of | Zyrcomied obſerving the humour of the people, and hbw 
—— they.were-of- the 7riſh Cruelty , and likewiſe _ 

- informed ofthe vaſt 'number of people daily- leaving Dublin, an 
-many confiderable Merchants and Houſe-keepers lying at Rings- 
End for a Wind to carry them off, ſent the Earl of Roſcommon and 

' the Lord Mouxtjoy to Rings-Endito diſcourſe to the people, and 
- pndezvour 40 prevail with them to return to their own Dwellings, 
and follow their Employments ; but what they. ſaid either at Rings- 
End, ortelfewhere; made no greater impreſſion on the minds of the 
people than'the former Proclamations he had iſſued out,which occa- 
ſioned his-Excellency *to redouble his Oaths, and burn ſome Hats 
and>-Wigs ,” that-'being his accuſtomed way of appeaſing his rage 
and paſlipn ; during all this time; the people having advice of the 
great Succeſs of his prefent Majeſty againſt the late King. James's 
Forces, were encouraged to appear more bare-fac'd ; and they ap- 
peared in greater Bodies than formerly in Munſter, Connaght , and 
"fer, and the Proteſtants of Leinſter daily made their Eſcapes 
.mto- the North , leaving all their Subſtance to the diſpoſal of the 
infatiable ravenous triks, who would impudently in the GP 
rive 


te* Proteſtants ; but being -

drive Horſes and Cows, with thouſands of Sheep, from the Owners 
thereof: before their faces, who. dared not to-ask 'them what they 
did ;/and the Proteſtants of the Counties, of Dublin, Eaſt-Meath, 
Weft-Meath, Long ford, Lowth, and the upper part of the County 
of Cavan, being the greatelt Sufferers, repaired with this great loſs 
quietly to the North , eſteeming it the Mercy of God that they 
Eſcaped with: their: lives. The very great Succeſs of his preſent 
Majeſty , and the Late King's abdicating his Kingdom, ſo much 
encouraged the Proteſtants, that then they began to appear in great 
Bodies of Horſe and Foot, and take poſſeſſion of Towns and Forts, 
and declare their deſign. And now being Lo»donderry and Inis- 
killing were the firſt that ſhut-their Gates againſt the 7riſh, it's ne- 
ceſfry that I give an account of them, betore I proceed to ſpeak 
of other places of the ſame Country. 

The News of his preſent Majeſty's deſign in landing an Army in 
England, did ſo alarm the Earl of Tyrcomel, that he very ſpeedily 
put what Forces was then in Arms, into ſuch Garriſons as he 
thought fit ; but it ſeems, upon ſome Orders from the Late King 
wr two. Regiments of Foot, and one of Dragoons, were to be 

orthwith ſent into Eng/and ; whereupon his Excellency gave Dire- 
tions for the Regiment of Foot, quartered in Londonderry, belong- 
.ing to the Lord Mountjoy,to march up to Dublin, in order for their 
embarquing for Evg/and, which was accordingly marcht to Dublin, 
.and a new Regiment belonging to the Earl of Antrim, newly raiſed, 
was ordered to march into Londonderry, to ſecure that Garriſon 
(the fame __ left to the Government of the Townſmen and 
Inhabitants of that place) but whether it was, that theſe-new Le- 
vies looked fo dreadfully ſtarved ,'or the Townſmen had an incli- 
nation to keep Popery out, they fhut the Gates of the Town on 
the appearance of this new Regiment, and utterly denied .them 
entrance ; but ſome of the Officers being deſirous to go into the 
Town, the Inhabitants allowed them that priviledge , and upon 
ſome debate the Inhabitants declared,they would ſecure the Garriſon 
for the King and their own Preſervation,and ſent the Gentlemen out 
with tliis Anſwer to the Earl of A»trim.This coming by an Expreſs to 
his Excellency, and conſidering how indiſcreetly he had command- 
ed the whole Regiment to march out of the Garriſon before others 


were ordered to polleſs. that place,he burned another Wigg, and then 
| thought 
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thonghe to retake that ſtrong Hold with about & Companies of the 
Lord Monvtjoys Regiment with Pike and Musket, who were with- 
in three days after their arrival at Dublin, and after a long March 
of tro rtiiles, _ the depth of Winter , ordeted to march beck 
again ; but in it was altogether needleſs, until the - Lord 
Mountjoy came in Perſon, and propoſed to the Inhabitants, That if 
they would admit of any of the Army to quarter in that Town, 
he would disband all the Papiſts in thoſe fix Companies, and put 
Proteſtants ih their places, and that Colonel Robert Lundy ſhould 
be their Governour ; to which the whole Town agreed, 'and 
after that time there were fix Companies of Proteſtants þelong- 
ing to'the Lord Mowntjoy, who are now in that place, and Colonel 
Lily eontimed Governour until of fate. SERIES 

The little Town of 1nisifing being ſituated in an Wand 4n « 
great Lake, fo that there was noacceſs but by water, the Inhabt- 
rants thereof did no lefspallantly ſecuretthat /place, oppoſing two 
Foot:Companties which were fent 'by 'the Earl of 7yrooreel a6ecure 
that'Garriſon, looking on'it as a moſt -advamtapeous/place bordering 
6h Comnaght ; but not timing his Intrigue well, the Inhabitanes pf 
Pirkillig 'never ſuffered theſe'two Companies to come nearer than 
two tniles 'of the Town, and fo ſent 'them (back again with as 
inuch tharhie as the Earl of 4n7rims Regiment left Londonderry, 
#hd Very 'foon after 'the ſaid Town 'of Zuztilling declamed for the 
Pritice of 'Oringe ( the now'King ) 'and the Proteſtant Religion, 
and live very pallantly ever fince Jefended that place withgreat 
—_— and Zeal, altho' 'they were like'to have been furprifetl 
by fortie 'of 'the difaffeted Gentlemen in that Country: fevendl 
tiries. Since Which 'time this Town has /not been idle ;:for after 
the Army had marched againſt the'Coutities of 'Downe, Antrim, &c. 
under the Command of Lieutenant 'General Z7amilton and Colonel 
Sheldon, the Lord Galmoy with about 2000 Horſe and Foot , 'was 
ordered to-march againſt this place , 'and the Country thereaboits 
being'boggy , and-vety"bad way"to'bring great Guns againft+the 
Place, there was'a' contrivance'of 'a Tin Gun covered "with Leather, 
and this was drawn by \) Sy to the Top of a Hill-near1the 
Town: After this great Bugbear (for ſo- it might.beterm'd!) was 
fairly planted againſt the Tow, ' the Lord"Galmoy fends a Trum- 
per with a Summons for'ſtitrendringithe Garriſon ,' offering arge 
$0 Conditions, 
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Condifiens, but the Town refuſed: him Entrange, and ſet- his: 
Lordſhip and his great Gun at defiance (not knowing but the 
ſarg was real) and fallied out in the Night, killed about thirty fix, 
took! ſome Priſoners, and this extream weighty Gun, -which one 
naan triumphantly brought into Town on his ſhoulder, that was 
drawn by -eight Horfes' the day befoxe. This Defeat ſo mych- 
ſtained the Lord - and his Party , that they drew off, and never 
troubled the place-more, nor dare they ever ſince .come near the 
Town, but permit the $ouldiers of it to ride thirty or forty miles: 
in qhe: beſt planted Countries, driving before them ſuch Cattle, and; 
bringin ; ſuch" Proviſions as. they think moſt convenient for the 
uſe 6f the Garriſon, without the leaſt obſtruction. 

' When the Lord Ga/moy was on his March towards Tniskilling 
with his Tin Gun , he happened to take one Wollon. Dixie, eldeſt 
Son to the Dean of Xihmore, and one Edward Charleton, as they 
were carrying off ſome Concerns of the Dean's ; and this young, 
Gentleman coming but newly from the Colledge, and being with 
a Party of Horſe, the Lord Galmoy faid he was a Captain, and 
inftrumental in making ſo much trouble. in .the North ; the Gen» 
tleman diſowned it, and ſaid he only was ſecuring his Father's 
Goods; bit iniſhort, he and Mr. Charlton were hanged at Beltur- 
bet; and there being an accident, either by the breaking of the 
Rope, or the Gate -whereon they were hanged, this young Gentle- 
man fall down -alive, and .then the Queſtion was put, Whether be 
wouſd turn Roman Catholick, and pray for King James? He faid 
lie world not- alter his Opinion , but would pray for the King : 
Whereupon'Command was given..to.hang him up again , and be- 
ing half dead, -was'cut down, his Head and Mr. Charletoy's bei 
kt about the ftreets, and afterwards fixed on the Marko toute 

hisipiece of Cruelty was done by that. Bloody Villain. the Lord

- Aﬀterithe Towns of 'Londarderry and Jaiskifiing had thus oppo-

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Town. After. the Country had met, this Gentleman 


of the Iriſh Juſtices to ſhew by what Commiſſion they fat the: * 


They replied, It- was by King James his Commiſſion ; -whereu} 

ec Ba Sanderſon told chan, That was no good Authority at Sos 
time. of day , and ordered - the Country to return to! their. own 
Dwellings; ſome of the Reilys, being Great men' of that Country, 
and Juſtices of the Peace, n to thwart him, which Contro- 
verſie had been ended by the Captain's Cane, if the Juſtice had not 
fled off the Bench, and eſcaped his Fury ; this fo alarmed the whole 
Court'and Town , that the Quarter-Seſſions were broke up, and 


none | kept there ever ſince. This News went very;;foon.to the. 


Earl of Zyrconne!'s Ears, who threatned to. ſend ſome:Troops of 
Horſe into that Rebellious Country (as 'twas then termed) which 
ſo much terrified the people, that almoſt every man was in Arms. 
The 7riſþ then began even to break and plunder Houſes in Cor- 
poration-Towns, and take away the Proteſtants Goods at plea- 


ſure,

Dublin , was made Lieutenant Colonel to the Earl of Grazard's 
Regiment of Horſe to' be then raiſed, and in order: to the better 
raiſing of the ſame in the County of Fermanagh, the aid Sir Ger+ 
rard brought with him ſeveral Caſes of Piſtols, Holſters, and other 
Furniture, with Carbines, Swords, &c. from Dubliz, with Powder 
and Ball, which did ſo much terrific the hearts of the Zxg/;/&there- 
abouts; that they reſolved to feize both the Knight and his Arms, 
Sc. which was accordingly done 'by one Mr. Dan. French and Mr. 
He. Gwillyms, who came from Belturbet to. the Town. of Caves 
with about ſixty Horſe, and there ſeized on: the Arms, 'and took 
Sir Gerrard Priſoner to Belturbet , who was delivered to the Lord 
Blany's diſpoſal, being there | at that time, upon his viewing the 
Forces of that Country, who ſent Sir Gerrard Priſoner to Teiskih; 
ling, the Country wherein he purpoſed to raiſe his Men, to be ſe- 

cured by-them, -  * 7 1 
This was not long from the Earl of 7yrconne!'s Ears (viz. that 
the Proteſtants had broke the. County-Goal at Cavan, and. dif- 
eharged the Proteſtant Priſoners ,. who were hourly threatned.to 
have their Throats cut by the Papiſts in the faid Goal). who was 
exccedingly troubled at-it, but dared not to ſend any Forces ys 
tnatr 


Not long after this, one Sir Gerrard Irwix avg gone to 
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that Countrey., Fae they. would; be ſerved: with. the ſame fance, 
as Sir Gerrard Irwin was: So. that he did OD nt 
Troops. of Horſe and Dragoons to Naven and Kells, in order 
to prevent Captain Sazderſon's Motion to Dublin with. .his 
Horſe, being by his time, alarm'd, pn the other fide; of,  hig 
Head by the Lord Moust Alexander, my Lord Blany, Sir Arthur 
Rawdon, and ſeveral other, Perſons: of Quality , being all'up un 
Arms in the Counties of Downe,-Axtrim, &c. and having the Stand- 
ing Army but in a. very bad Condition at that time (the - beſt 
whereof being ſent. for Ezg/aud on the Prince's Landing) and few 
or no New Men raiſed, ſeemed to be. ſo. apprehenſive of -the 
Scotch Army marching to Dublin, that he had Scouts for Fit- 
ty or. Threeſcore Miles together, to, qbſerve. the Motion of 
the Rebels in the North ( as he- termed them), And it is 
moſt certain , that if, ſome Troops: had marchrt up. towards 
Dublin, the Earl, of Tyrconmel-would- centainly either have fled, 
or ſurrendred the Caſtle , not having: above Ten Companies 
of Foot, and ſome few Horſe in Dublin, and theſe being all 
new raisd raw Men. But. the ;Gentlemen. of the North, al- 
though. they. were: . in. an - indifferent Condition, 2nd: had a 
great Deſire to effect this,! yet, were: unwilling to appear. any 
otherwiſe. than. in their own. Defence, until-Commiſſions ſhould 
come out of England. | |

This late Action at Armagh much ſtird-up his .Excellen- 
cy's Paſſion 5 inſomuch, that he ſwore, he would ſend down 
a very powerful Army againſt.the Noxth ; --but being awed by 
a conſiderable Force under the Loyd Inchiqueen, in Munſter, and 
by another under the Lord Xing/ton.in Connaught, durſt not ſend fo 
great an Army as he would ; and therefore or ſome "time refted

Tyrconne! did not intend an Army, to.:divert them, ſo ſoon as 
expected, were willing to give themſelves ſome Recreation;

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:CAfter'the Forces were'-drawn' back which went _ the 
Town of "Carrickfergus", the "Council at Zilurrazh- thought 
convenient - to ſend ſome Forces to ſecure the Pats at Logh- 
bricklaw, and other” places thereabouts, lying within ſome few 
Miles of : Newyy', © where the ©7riſh had made a conſiderable 
Strength, 'both' by manning the Bridge, and intrenching the 
Town; ' arid at' 4rmagh the Lord ©Blany , with about a Re- 
gitnent of Horſe , -and a Regiment of Foot, fecured that Paſs, 
m caſe the Enemy: ſhould move that way. * Things being 
ordered -in ' this manner, there happened ſeveral Skirmithes both 
berween "the 'Enemy+ at Newry, and that part of the Prote- 
- ſtant- Army at Loghbricklan , in fore part of which a ve- 
ry worthy Gentleman, one Captain Poe , was ſlain , with 
about Nine more , 'as they went: a Forraging, by an Ambuſ- 
cade ; -as. alſo ſeveral Skirmiſhes between the Lord Blany's Par- 
ty; and the Enemy at Charlimownt', and other flying Parties 
who 'were Pillaging the Countrey : "Sov that ſcarcely a Day 
paſſed without killing and taking 'fome. This being about 
the beginning of March, things arrived to a very preat 
pitch, and rhe 7riſh grew more inſolent than formerly : Inſo- 
much” that \mdiny People ' fled" from their Concerns , leaving 
all;-or '\moſt' of 'their Subſtance behind,” to the diſpoſal of the 
Enemy , *and grew 'almbſt imparient 'for' Relief ' out of Fug- 
land , expefting every fair Wind would bring over an Army , 
which would ſeftle that-Kingdom': , And indeed a very ſmall 
Number” of Men, with Arms and Ammunition , might have

"!iderable Body of Foot , commanded by Collonel' Richard FHa- 
milton (who was ſent out of Emgl/and, with Conditions for the 
Iriſh) to march towards the North: And having ſtopt all 
Correſpondence from the Proteſtants, from Newry downwards, 
that Army marched within ſome few Miles of Loghbricklan , 
before 'any particular Account came to the Lord Mount Alex- 
auder, or the Council at Hills burrough : Whereupon it -was 
Thought fit to withdraw what Forces were quartered at Logh- 
Gricklan, and thereabouts, nearer Drumore and Hillsburrough, 
"and to burn and deſtroy all the Countrey they marched 
"through , to make the ſame uneaſie for the Earl of 7yrcox- 
e's Horſe, in regard there was not much Forrage in that 
- Countrey. However, Collonel Hamilton and Sheldon finding 
'the Garriſon of Loghbrick/an deſerted, immediately moved 
forward ; and having ſome Troops in the Forlorn , marched 
within*fome few Miles of Dramore : Sir Arthur Rawdox then 
commanding at Drumore , ſent out ſome Scouts, to obſerve 
the Motion of the Enemy, and to diſcover their Number : 
"The Scours informed -him, that there could not be above Three 
or Four Troops of Horſe, and that they approached near the 
Town : Whereupon Sir Arthur Rawdon drew out about Five 
Hundred Men, or thereabouts, to prevent the Enemies coming 
farther. into that Countrey ) and 'upon View of the Body of 
Florſe "(the -reſt of the Army lying” obſcurely under a (great 
Hill) , :refolved to Charge them ; ' but before there was any 
Cloſe "Engagement , the great Army which lay ſecure behind 
the Hill, moved forward, and were much too ſtrong for Sir 
Arthw's Party : Whereypon the Proteſtants fled, 'and made their 
way throygh Zillsburrough , the Enemy killing ſeveral , ha- 
'ving the /purfuit of 'them for abovr Five or Six Miles, and 
petting great Plunder of 'Rich Portmantions, and other things 
Fon the way ; but finding themſelves near ills burrough, and 
not knowing but. the Body of "the Proteſtant Army were in 
« Referve*thereabours, thought 'it convenient to make a 'Halt 
until they had brought up the” reſt 'of' the Army.

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give Sir Arthur Rawdon his due , he behaved himſelf with as 


much Courage 45S any Man could do. in this Engagement,; 


and ,had there been but reaſonable Odds , he and Major B«- 
ker, now one of the Governours of Loxdonderry , had defeat- 
ed the Enemy ; But the loſs of the Proteſtants was not much 
(conſidering the advantage of the purſuit the Enemy might have 

made) loſing about. r00. | 
Upon the News of this, moſt of the People about Z7illsbur- 
r»gh fled 3 but ſome kept the Caſtle , being a place of a rea- 
ſonable good Strength, and having about a Thouſand Pound 
in Money , and an incredible Store of Oatmeal, and other 
Proviſion, were reſolved to defend the Place ; but in a very 
{little time durrendred, it, and all- the Money, Sc. to the Enemy, 
Col. Familten and Sheldox giving ProteCtions to all People who 
deſired them, on his March, which was their Policy ; for there-

to the valye gf .3, or 4090 7. belonging to the Lord Maſſereen' in 
Money and Plate, hid about his Houſe, and diſcovered by his own 
Servant, for a Reward of 10 Guinies; and beſides this, they got all 
the. Eurniture of his Houſe, asit ſtood, to a very great value : And

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| Now Tmiſt return to Armagh, Movaghar and Glaſslogh, to' give' 
account of the Forces there, under the Command of the' Lord Blas/ 
xy, and the other Forces of the Counties of Cavan and Fermaxaugh, 
commanded by Capt. Francis Hamilton, now Sir Francis Familtoy, 
wht for thego0d of his Country and Religion, deferred the late Ki 
James's Army, and brought off about 16'or 20 of the beſt Men in- 
his Troop, and forced his way, eſcaping ſeveral imminent dangers. ' 

- The Jriſh' of the North-Weſt having advice, that the Army had 
conquered all before them in the-Norrh-Eaſt Country; very vio- 
lently preſt the taking\in of ſtrong Houſes and Caltles:! whereford 
the Proteſtants tliought govd ro niake a fair Eſcape'to DittiMins, 
where many of them now are, to the number of about x0000 of 
good Men, under the command of Gaftavus Hamilton, ſome time 
Cornet to the Lord Ga/moy; and many of the Proteſtants got into 
the Caftle of Minazhas ; but the 7ri/ſh were fo numerous about'that 

lace, and fo very earneſt 'in getting it; -that the Proteſtants were 
force? todeſert it, and make to Glaſclogh ; But this was no xeſting 
place for them long ; for one Fobn Macanuacame againſt it with a- 
bout 600 Men, and intended to have ſeized the Lady Blany, and 
ſome other Perſons of Quality in the Caſtle, if Matthew Au#le, Eſq; 
a-perſon of undaunted courage, had not- drawn out what Forces 
were in that ſmall Village, conſiſtingnot of above.Two Troops of 
Horſe, and Three Companies of Foot, to-fight the Enemy, who 
advantageouſly lined a large Fort on the Top of a Hill, and gauled 
the Proteſtants as they advanced ; but this Gentleman, Mr, Aus, 
very bravely forced his way into the Fort,' notwithſtanding their 
Fire, and putthem tothe rout, where there was about 89 kill'd, be- - 
ſides Mac4yrz himſelf, his Son, and another Son taken Priſoner ;-and 
immediately after this paſſagea Rogue lay behind-a Bulh;- and ſhot 
Mr. Aaite dead, being the only: perſon loſt in this Skirmith.* But 
the Enemy being thus routed, the Lady Blany, and the other perſons 
in the Caſtle, with the Two Troops and Three Foot Cotnpanies, had 
affair opporturiity of making their Eſcape, and quitting that place, 
made their way.to Londonderry. ..

- Then what Forces were left in this Country; were at Armagh ' 
with the Lord Bany,'to ſecure that Frontier Garriſon 5 but Coll. 
Luxd4y not ſending any Men'tore-enforce the place, as was ex . 
ed, and the Enemy in a manner furrounding the Town, before the - 
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Lord Blexy. would ſtir, or quit it, was at length forced to make his 
way. to Colerain, with about 7 Troops of Horſe, and 8 Companies 
of Foot, with which his Lordſhip did narrowly eſcape; for the Gar- 
rifons of Charlimount and Mountjoy, having notice of his March, or- 
derer about 1200 Men, on the 16th of March, to get the Paſs*at 
Arde+-Bridge ; and if that was done, 500 more were to fall on in 


the-Rear, and fo deſtroy the whole Party ; but my Lord marching 


his Men io good order, and with all the ſpeed he could, by good For- 
tune got the Bridge, not a quarter of an hour before the Enemy ap-

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The Enemy having: thus received: the: Garriſ6n, ſent word, that 
they would givethem a Vylitthe. next. day about Ten'a Clock:; and 
indeed they were as good as their promiſe ; for about the fame hour 
they marched up. with five. Pieces of Cannon, three. whereof they 
planted againſt the Gate near -the River, atrended with a Body of 

and the other two Guns were - cms again} King's-Gate, 

attended by. a Body. of Horſe; and their-Foot. drawn up in the Cen- 
tre : They began ro-play very warmly at the Town, and the Town 
as hotly at-them; but there being many Hedges and Gardens near 
the Works, the Enemies Foot got into them ; which much. preſerv'd 

them from the- Shot of the Town ; as alſo did a Water-Mill very 
near the Town, where about thirty or forty of the Gravadeers got, 
and galled the Townſmen on the Works: This Diſpute laſted till 
near night, and when they found there was no good to be done with 
the Town, marched off their Foot in a ſhower of Snow, ſo that the 
Town could not obſerve their motion ; when ' the Foot were clearl 
drawn off, the Dragoons followed , and then the Horſe-marched; 
but in fuch confuſion and diſorder they were, that had the Town 
fallied out with ſome Troops of Horſe, and a brisk Party of Foot, 
they certainly had ruined the Enemy, who were ſo terrify'd at a 
great Body of Horſe, being the Lord Blanys Regiment , and ſome 
Foot drawn out on a*Hill beyond the Town, that they dropt two 
of their Cannon on the Road, with much of their Baggage and' Lug- 
gage, and the next Morning came and brought them away, havi 
loſt about faxty Men the-day before, and ſeveral wounded ; gmong 
whonh, Sir Gregory Birne was ſhot in the Head, but. recovere1 of the 
Wound: :

This Election mighrily pleas'd the People, and were, 
notwithſtanding Col. Caxningham and Richards had left them, reſol- 
ved to defend the Place.

Now there was a hot Diſcourſe in the Garriſon, that King James 

was. in perſon before the Town, and that if they would not believe 
it, two Gent, who knew him, might go outand ſee : Whereupon, 
Mr. Arch-deacon ' Hamilton, and Capt. Nevil were appointed; who 
returned not again to the Garriſon. 'Then another Paper came, under 
the Hand and Seal of the late King, to defire the Garriſon to ſend 
out any- number under Twenty,to P him ; but Anſwer was return'd, 
That whether he was there or not; the- Town ſhould not be ſurren- 
dred. 

When the late King found himſelf thus flighted by the Town, he 
did then tamper-with Capt. Rober? Galbreath, Capt.William and Ben- 
jamin Adaire, forthe Surrender of the Fort of Kilmore, which indeed 
took effect ; but before this , Col. Lundy, one Gilzer Brafier , and 
Lieut. Wildman, made their Eſcapes in Diſguiſe, and went down to 
Kilmore, With Benjamin Adaire, who came for Powder to the Town, 
and fo got off to Sco?land. ho 

This News of the Surrender of: Xi/more, was a ſecond Surprize to 
the Town ; but all this would not perſwade them to ſurrender , and 
by this time moſt of the Horſe in the Town were iorced to be turned 
out* for want of Forage, and only one hundred kept, being two 
Troops, Col. Murray Capt. of the one, and Nathanae! Bu// Capt. of 
the other: And now the Town being ſurrounded, they care to ex- 
amine their Proviſion and Number of fighting 'Men, and upon ſearch, 
it plainly appear'd there was Proviſion: for 12000 men for ten or 
twelve weeks : Whereupon the men were Regimented, and brought 
to an Allowance, and have ever fince moſt gillantly defended the 
Place, their Sallies being. frequent and brave. I will only fay, Thar 
. by the prident Government of theſe rwo Gentlement , bang en-- 
 couraged by 'miany in the Garriſon, the Town has been preſerved. 

In Munſter the Lord Tacheqguin commanded the Proteſtants'; but 
being furprized by Major-General-Macarty, were all dilarmegd, and 
no farther harm done them.

Before I-proceed: any. farther to give an Afcount of the Town of 
Londoy-Derry, and the Situation of the Place, I muſt give a Relation 
how that Honourable Perſon, the Lord Xing/ev, with about 1000

which might very well have held out as lopg as Derry, and been a | 
great Relief to many of the Proteſtants in Connaugpt. 

Col. Lyndy, Governor of Zondox-Derry, writes to this Honoura- 
ble-Perſon,to march his men to joyn the Proteſtants 1n the Zaggar:; 
Upon this-Letter, the Loxd Kingftox accordingly marched his men as 
far as Ballyſhaunan and Dexegal; but when Pie Lordſhip had come 
that length, he had Advice, that the:e was.no room tor his men, or 
Forage for his Horſe jn Ze»don-Derry, and therefore deſired him to

The Enemy having now got the' Fort of X7/more by Surrender, 
(which lies onthe Mouth'of the River)wherein was 3co Foot,belon- 
gnig to the Town, and ſome Powder and Salmon, the Soldiers made 
Conditions to- carry ont their Swords and Baggage*, (leaving their 
Fire-Arms behind ;)but theſe Conditions were not perfornied,for moſt 
of them had their Swords,. Hats, &c. taken from them in the Garri- 
ſons of Colrain,. Balymenarh and Antrim, for want of Guards tocon-- 
dut them from Garrifon ro Garriſon, as agreed upon ; upon which 
Complaint being made to General Familron, all the Satisfaftion he 
gave, was, Thar if the Perfons wronged' could diſcover who plunde- 
red them, they ſhould be paniſhed ( if Soldiers, ) but was not able 
to prevent the Barbarous Ations of the Rabble. After the Fort of 
XKiimore was ſurrendred,the Iriſh Army were Quartered from St. Fohw- - 
ſtems along:!the Country, about eight miles in length, and Brook-Hall. 
was ordered for the Dake of Berwick', Mr. Fitz- James, and Gencral 
FHamiltows' Quarters. They alſo placed about x00 men in the'Fort 
of Xilmore;and about two Batallions of Foot at Permnyburne- 44111, lying + 
a-mile from the Tomn ; ſo that moſt of their Foot were near that 
Place, and the greateſt Body of their Horſe, conſiſting of two Re- 
giments, belonging to the Lord Ga/lmoy and Sir Maurice Euſtace of 
Caſtlemartin, and a Regiment of Dragoons, belonging to the Lord 
Duleeke, were quartered about St. John/tons and the Carrigans; all 
which did not amount to more than 7000 on Derry (ide, and about. 
3000 attending a Battery raiſed near S?rongs-Mi4, in view of the: : 
whole Town , on the other ſide of the Water ; in which Battery 
were: ſeven Cannon, which play'd very warmly againft the Towny:. 
and eſpecially againſt the Walls, but did nogreat prejudice; the Go- 
vernors ordering Blindsto- be built on the Walls, to prevent the Ence- - 
my's Shot -againſt the Men who were poſted on the. Works : The 
Harm they did againſt the Town,: was very ſmall, and only - brake 
ſome Slates and Tiles on the tops of Houſes. - The Governors being _ 
apprehenfive.of ſome Bombs to be thrown into the Town, - ordered a + 
great part of the Pavernents to be pulled up, :leſt ' the. tall of a Bomb-. 
might do ſome injury: by breaking of the Streets; and caſting the - 
Stones about ; and this was done by the Advice of an experienced.” 
old 5oldicr , an4 all the Timber which was faved out.ot Houſes pull'd*: 
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down Without the Gates, laid round on the Walls to be flung over in 
caſe of a Storm: Beſides this,there is a Wind-Mult within a ſmall fpace 
of that Garriſon, .in which was poſted about 60 Fire-locks, which in- 
=" kept the Enemy at ſome diſtance, and was of good uſe to the 
Belieged. . -,, 

T - Enemy having thus encamped themſelves, (if I may call it ſs,) 
the beſieged began to make ſome Sallies ; but little Execution was 
done, (for want of Horſe,) having turned their wholeBody of Horſe, 
faye 100,0ut of the Gates, for want of Forage,until the 2oth of 4pri ; 
at which time our new General Murray,had a very great defire totake 
a Breathing to blood his Soldiers ; the manner of it was pretty inge- 
nious, (if ſo deſigned,) and therefore will ask leave to give ſome ac- 
count of it, and of his Behaviour in the Enterprize. 

As I faid on the 2oth of Apri{he ordered 500 Fire-locks to march 
out by ſmall Numbers, as ſecretly as they could, and lodgethemſelves 
in the Ditches tetween the Town and Pernyburn-Mill;' this being 
done with great Secrecy, he,and oneCaptain Nathaniel! Bu, marched 
out with two Troops, and moved towards this MyI, where two Batal- 
lions of the Enemies Foot lay, who immedately received. the Allarm, 
and ordered a Body of Horſe to advance and ro General Murray ; 
but he finding them toc many for him, made a halt, and ordered 500 
Fire-locks more to march out, who were drawn upon the top of the 
Hill, in view of the Enemy ;- upon which the Fogt at Pennyburn-Mi/, 
drew out tm two Bcdies, and the Beſiegers Horſe advanced on the 
Strand to charge Colcnel Murray , but received ſome prejudice by the 
Men lodged in the Ditches, who flanked their Horſe ; and aJtho' fe- 
veral of them dropp'd, yet the reſt made good the charge againſt. the. 
Townf{-men, whoat the firſt Fire ran in the Rere, leaving the Gene- 
ral, with Captain Bull, and ſome others,cngaged ; but whether Colo- 
nel Murray, and theſe with him, knew that the Party retreated, I can- 
not juſtly fay, however he charged through the Enemies Horſe, and 
forced his way back, without receiving any prejudice, only his Horſe 
ſhot in the Counter ; and to give the Party who engaged-them their 
due, about 15 purſued ,piſtolling and ſlaſhing the Proteſtant Horſe, 
within Carbine-ſhot of the Gates ; but ſome of them never returned 
to brag of their Valour, bcing all ſlain but two by the Men who had 
lined theDitches near the Strand ; in this Skirmiſh Monheur Mamoe,the 
French General of Horie,was killed;Major 7oafe,Brother to the Earl of 

Carling ford; 
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Carling ford, 'Captain Fitagt | ptain Bourke, and 9 Officers more, 
with 60 private Men; a1 the 508 Firs-locks, poſted on the top" 
of the Hill with the Foot which ined the Ditches, made'their Retreat 
towards the Town, (having an account of the Lord Ga/moy, and Sir 
Mavwrice Euſtace'$y, Regiments of Horfe,marching with all ſpeed to get 
between them-and home,) and narrowly eſcaped, with the los of 7 
Men, and a Lieutenant ;- and then tke Guns from the Town forced: 
the Enemies Horſe to retreat. 

Within three or four days after, there- was another Sally, wherein 
the Duke of Berwick received-a ſlight -Wound on his Back, Monſieur 
Puſcinian, and the French General of Foot killed; and Moyfteur Pox- 
tee, the chief Ingeneer, wounded in the'Head, the Earl of 4bbercorn's 
Horſe killed under him, and he very .marrowly eſcaping, leaving his 
Scarlet Cloak, Saddle, &c. for a Prey to the beſieged ; ſome others 
were killed and wounded, but their Names I cannot particularly men- 
tion; but ſuch was the Execution done by the Proteſtants, that -by 
ſome few Sallies many of the Beſieged were richly clothed inthe late 
King Fame's Livery, which afforded great diverſion to'the Governors 
to ſee their Soldiers ſtrut in Scarlet laced with Silver and Gold, and o- 
thers in Buff, whoſe Fortune afforded them no better. 

Theſe Sallies proving fo ſucceſsfal;and the Men ſeeing ſome Adtion, 
occaſioned the whole Town' to be greatly fatisfied with their new Go- 
vernors, and General Murray; in ſo much that they often importuned 
their Officers to go out ; and the great freedom and familiarity of 
the Governors and Officers, had fo prevailing a Power over the Sol- 
diers, ' that nothing was dearer than their Commanders, and the de- 
fence:of the Town ; whereupon a firm Reſolution was ſet up todefend 
the Place to the utmoſt extremity ; and therefore certain Rules were 
agreed upon, (by a general Council of War, to be obſerved in the Ga- 
riſon, of which I muſt beg leave to give the Reader ſome ſhort 
Account. | 

There being 12000 Men in Arms in the Town,it was ordered, that 
two entire Regiments ſhould be on the Guard cach Night, 

That each Regiment had a Poſt aſſigned on the Walls, where they 
were to repair on all Allarms without tarther Order, and there remain 
till drawn off. | 

Thar every Regiment ſhould have their Quarters aſſigned them to 
be together ; and all the Drums of that Regiment to be quartered in 
one houle in caſe of Allarms. D That 
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- That the Adjutants of .the w Gn hould be quartered to- 

ber, that. they may be found Og, ZF-occeſions; and rhat the Ad- 

= of each Regiment ſhould remain- an the Main Guard till the 
Regiment would be relieved from Duty te which he belonged. 

That no Tipling or Drinking ſhould be after Eight of the Glock at 
night, or - Candles lighted, which might direct | rhe-Enemy to fire 
their Cannon againft the Town'm the night-time. 

That each private Soldier ſhould have a Salmon and a half, rwo 
pounds of Salt. Beet, and four Quarts of Oatmeal in the Week, and 
the Inn-keepers not totake more than a Peny 3 Quart for Beer, in re- 
gard the Soldjers receiv'd no. Pay, + ;,.. - 

\That the Ammunition ſhould be removed ont of the grand Store, 
2nd lodged in four ſeveral Places, in caſe of accidental Fire, or Trea- 
chery ; fo that all might not þe. loft at one time. | 

That the Keys of the Gates ſhould be lodged on the Main-Guard, 
and rhe ſame to be delivered to no Perſon under the-degyee of. a Ca 
tain, there being.two to attend, ar-cach Gate every night. N, 

That all Merchants Goods belonging to the Merchants whe went 
away, ſhould be brought into common Stores, and Inventories. ta- 
ken of them, to preveat Soldiers from breaking Shopsand Cellars: . 

That no _ Soldier: ſhould fire-a: Shot 1p; the- Garriton: needleflly, to 
waſte Powder and Ball, until there ſhould;be occafion. 

All which Orders and Rules were duly obſerved by the Soldiers, 
as well for their own Safety, as by the Command of the Governors, 

After the Garriſon was brought to this good Order, and the Hearts 
of the Peoplea little at reſt,(after ſome fulpeed had Ieft the Fawn,) 
they now unanimouſly reſolve to ſtand to their Work, and conſider, 
That if they had fſurrendred, and taken ProteQtions to go to their 
own Dwellings, all was gone from thence before they came, and 
then they would be expoſed to the Mercy of: the Rabble, who would 
aot only plunder them of what they had, but might barbaroufly 
murther them ; and if they eſcaped murthering,mulit of neceflity pe- 
riſh for Want ; and therefore of the two chole rather to die on rhe 
Walls, than run thoſe Hazards ; ſo that now all thoughts of furren- 
dring was quite removed from. them, and a Siege began to grow 
fomething familiar. | 

The Governors finding the humor of the People, and that. Zou- 
dormPerry was likely to be ſome time beſieged. betore Relief was _ 
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from England, conſidered what Places-about- the Town could annoy 
them moſt, and from what part of the Town .the Guns could moſt 
conveniently prejudice the Befiegers. The firſt thing they went up- 
on, was the burning of all the Houſes clear round the Town with- 
out the Walls, and levelling their Rubbiſh and Ditches, fo that he 
Enemy might not ſculk in them, and gall the men on rhe Walls ;-and 
alſo conſidering that the great Quick-ſet Hedge round Alderman 
Tompkins's Orchard, and the Orchard it ſelf, might be prejudicial 
likewiſe to the Walls, ordered the fame to be razed. 

Theſe things were no ſooner thought of, and Orders given, but 
the Soldiers as readily and chearfully put them in execution, and in a 
very ſmall time perte&ted this Work to admiration. 

Andas the wiſe Governors and Officers conſidered what might be 
diſadvantageous to themſelves, reſolve upon ſomething to be equally 


- prejudicial to the Enemy, and knowing there were ſome Guns to 


ſpare, which were brought up from the Fort of X:/more, ordered two 
of them to be mounted on the top of the Steeple of the Church, be- 
ing a great heighth, commanding all Places about the Town within 
Cannon-ſhot : This Work was no ſooner ordered, but in a manner 
finiſhed, and indeed to the fatisfaftion of rhe whole Garriſon; for 
thoſe Guns exceedingly gall'd the Enemy in the Battery on the other 
ſide of the Water, infomuch that their Battery was ſeveral times 
broken, and at length, when they diſcovered a Gun to be fired from 
the Stceple, the Soldiers would either run out of the Works in great 
diſorder, or fall flat on their Bellies to avoid the Shot. 

Now the Town being a very ſtrong Place by its natural Situation, 
built on the extream North-point of a long Tra&t of Ground envi- 
roned on the Eaſt-fide with the River about 300 yards broad, on the 
Welt with a Bogg or Marih Ground, and on the South is the Way 
leading to it, which is but very narrow, and a fort of a Fort caſt up 
at the Wind-mill, to ſecure that entrance : Beſides this , the Town is 
oval in its Form, and a regular Fortification being built by the Lou» 
doners in the time of Queen Elizabeth, or the beginning of the 
Reign of King James the Firſt, the outward Wall being about 2x or 
22, Foot high, and of a great thickneſs, and the inward Wall riſing 
as high or near the heighth ofa Man of the outward Wall, and be- 
tween theſe two, Earth filled up in the middle, whereoneight or ten 
men may walk in Breaſt, fo that no Gun can batter it to make 8 
| D 2 Breach 
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Breach to ſtorm : There are four Gates belonging to this Town, v/z. 
Biſhopſgate, Ferry-Key-Gate, Ship-Key-Gate, and Butchers-Gate ; they 
ſand direly oppoſite td each other, there being a Square in the 
Centre of the Town, in which Square the Market-Houſe ſtands, and 
a large Street anſweting every Gate from this Square ; at every Gate 
there 'is a Gun planted within twenty. yards of the Gate; and four 
Guns planted at the Market-Houſe, one dire&tly againſt each Gate, 
to clear the Strects : There are nine Baſtions about the Town, and 
about three or four Guns on each Baſtion ; beſides this, there- is a 
dry Ditch round the Town, over which there'are two Draw-bridges, 
one at Brfhopſgate, and the other at Ferry« Fey-Gare; but in ſome 
places this Ditch is filled up, not betng kept clean for a long time: 
But to fatisfie the Reader's Curioſity ot the Place, I have here given 
a Draught or Map of the Town. 

But to return-'to my former Diſcourſe, I 'muſt again proceed ro 
give ſome. Account of the Trouble the Governors and the Officers 
were under, fearing His preſent Majeſty would not ſend Relief to 
them in the time they were really able to maintain that Garriſon ; 
jor it was but reaſonable to think: His Majeſty - would imagine the 
Place was either loſt, or not able to hold out long, in regard Col, 
Cunningham and Richards had returned with the Relief they brought 
thither : And now the Fort of Xi/more being ſurrendred, which com- 
manded the River, and the Iriſh Army lying round the Town on 
both ſides of the River, a Council of War was called, and a Propo» 
fal made by the Governors, That it was abſolutely neceſlary to give 
the King an Account of the State and Condition of that Garriſon ; 
but there being no manner of way to effect this, butby ſending ſome 
perſon who durſt adventure to make his Way throughthe Iriſh Camp, 
and take ſhipping at the next Port hecould compaſs ; which Service 
was undertaken by one then preſent, and by a contrivancein making 


ſome of the Townſmen, poſted at the Windmill, fire ſome looſe Shor- 


after him in view of the Enemies Scouts, was received by them as a 
Deſerter, who afterwards, (as I have been informed,) made his way 
into Scorland, and fo to Ergland, eſcaping ſeveral imminent Dan- 
gers; and after his departure from Zondou-Derry, the enſuing Ac- 
tion happened in the County of Dowre. 

The Iriſh Army having run through all the North, and many of 
the Proteſtants having taken Protections from Lieut, Gen. Zamilton, 
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all the Ards-Hſle of Kele, and the lower part of the County of Downe 
were forced to give a certain quantity of Oatmeal, and other Grain 
out-of every Pariſh, to be delivered at the Garriſons of Charlimoxt, or 
Carrickfergus, before they could get Proteftions, and upon delive- 
ring fuch Meal, &c. they were not to be Jiſturbed in their Dwel- 
lings, and that thoſe who did moleſt them, ſhould be deem'd as com- 
mon Robbers. ; 

The poor Proteſtants bcing filled with great hopes of Peace, im- 
mediately feat in their Compoſition-Meal, &c. and indeed before 
the time limited; ( alchough ſome of them wanted to ſupport their 
Families, ) thinking to ger the greater favour : But this Agreement 
was not unlike the Articles with the Proteſtants at Ai/more, ( which 
were broke as ſoon as the Caſtle was ſurrendred ;) for the Lord E- 
vagh's Regiment of Mountaniers, newly rais'd in the upper Part of 
the County of Downe, ( of meer wild Iriſh, ) came down and plun- 
dered all the Ards and //le of Kele, notwithſtanding the Conditions 
which were exaaly performed by the Proteſtants. 

At this time one Zen. Hunter, one of the ſeven Captains difarm'd 
near Antrim, (as I mention'd before, being in the County of Downe, 
when thoſe Outrages were committed by the Lord Ev.agh's ragged 
Regiment, informed the People, That it was lawiul to kill any Per- 
ſon who ſhould rob or plunder them aſter their Conditions were ful- 
filled ; and having ſome acquaintance in that Country, and troubled 
for being difarmed, prevailed upon the people to ſtand on their own 
Defence againſt theſe common Plurccrers : This Advice ſoon taſt- 
ned upon the poor opprelſed Proteſtants, inſomuch that in ſome tew 
days Capt. Hunter got near 3090 Horſe and Foot in a. Body, with 
what Arms they had, and were fully refolved to delend that, Coun*- 
try until an Army landed out of England ; and Sir Robert Mixwel's 
Houſe at Xileleagh, was the chict Garriſon, where Capt. Hunter 
brought an old IronGun which lay ſome years at Dowwne-patrick, and 


mounted it there. 
The News of this ſoon was with the late Ring James at Daublinand 


and thereupon the whole Royal Regiment,then betore Londor-Lerry, 
part of the Lord Ga/moy's Regiment of Horſe, Sir Maurice Euſtace's 
Regiment of Horſe, and the Lord Duleeke's Regiment of Dragoons, 
were ordered to march immediately from the Camp againſt this 
Hunter, and to joyn ſome Foot quartered at Antrim, Carikfergus, 
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Belfaſt and Liflegarvey, under the Command of Major General Bes- 
char, and Licut, Col. Mark Talbot ; this was ſo ſuddenly done, and 
all correipondence being ſtopt with Col. Zarter, about the 28th of 
April, the Enemy fſurprized Capt. Zunter, falling in between his 
Horle and Foot, near Comlir, putting them to the Rout, killing a- 
bout 300, beſides ſeveral wounded, and taken Priſoners ; Captain 
Hunter himſclt making his eſcape in a ſmall Boat into the Ifſe of May. 
In this Buſineſs ſome of the Enemy were. ſlaia, and eſpecially Cor- 
net Lock, who it's thought was killed by ſome of his own Party, 
who had a Deſign on his Place, he being a Proteſtant ; for he was 
ſhot in the Back with a bface of Bullets, which could not be done by 
the Proteſtant Party, in regard the Cornet was in the Centre, and 
the Ranks never broke ; which fully demonſtrates the good Will of 
Papiſts to Proteſtants, although they tight under the ſame General, 
and the ſame Cauſe. 

This Rebellion of the Proteſtants in the 4rds, ( as it was called ) 
gave a fair opportunity for the Lord Evagh's Regiment, which in- 
deed did not let it paſs them ; for in a very thort time moſt of the 
Proteſtants thercabouts were plundered, and turned out of their own 
Houſes, and afterwards chaſed by the Lord Duleeke's Dragoons to 
Donaghadee, driving them into the Seaz but one Agyew riding at 
Anchor, and having four ſmall Guns on Board, and obſerving how 
barbarouſly the Iriſh were forcing the poor Wretches into the Sea, 
fired two Guns at the Enemy ; upon which they halted; ſo that 
Capt. Hznew brought 68 on Board, and Landed them in Scor/and, 
without taking one-penny Fraight. 

The Enemy having mzt with theſe Repullſes againſt the Town.2nd 
finding the Place impregnable by Storm, and believing the Garriſon 
wanted both Commanders, Proviſions, and were ſcarce of freih Wa- 
ter, now reſolved to block it up, and ſtop all manner of Correſpon=- 
dence tetween the Befiegers and England, by which means they 
hoped they would ſurrender, and the rather that they were diſcou- 
raged by Col. Canniughamand Richards going away, and afterwards 
by the Loſs of A'ilmore ; and therefore trom.the 25th of April, till 
the 11th or 12th of May, there was little or no Action, except the 
Townſmen now and then killing ſome of the Enemy, who too ca- 
gerly came into Alderman 7omptins's Orchard, - and the Meadows 
and Parks about the Town, to take away the Horſes before they had 
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eaten the Graſs thereabduts: About this time the Beſieged made a Sal- 
ly,an1 defeated a ſmall Party of Foot, and then forced into the Town, 
and upon their Retreat, they were proteRed by the Guns of the 
Town-Walls ; in this Sally tome ſma!l Booty was had, but not fo 
much as generally reported, 

Same icw days betorethis, the- Enemy had 2 warm Szhrte by a de= 
tached Party out of the Garriſon , who beat off Col. Ramſey and his 
Party, coming to ſecure the ſmall Rivulet near the Town, thinkin 
the Beſieged had their freſh Water there; in which Sally ſome Off 
ccrs and Soldiers fell of the Enemies Party. This, with the ſeveral 
other Defeats, diſheartned the Iriſh Army very much , who were in- 
deed weary of that long Fatigue of a Siege, generally drinking Wa- 
ter, and but very indifferent Meat : Whereupon it was relolved, 
That they ſhould draw off ſome ſmall diſtance from the Town, (and 
level all the Ditches wherein the Befiegers fscquently gall'd theng,) 
until a Supply of Proviſions came from Dub/is to the, Camp. 

About this time the Men of [«/5k;4/ng, having Advice of ſome 
Proviſions going towards Zondox-Derry with a Convoy, under the 
Command of Col. Sarsfeld, intercepted them, took all the Provifi- 
ons, and kill'd ſome of the Convdy, thereſt eſcaping narrowhx. 

The Town of Londox-Derry being thus ſucceſsful in all their En- 
terprizes, now daily expe Reliet trom £Eng/ard, and at length 
Major General X74, with about three Regiments, appcared in Zogh- 
foile, with three and twenty Sail, and three Frigats ; ſome few days 
after Capt. Richards the Engineer, had got off with his VeſTel ,which 
ran on the Sands for want ot a skilful Pilot ; he loſt fome Men, and 
came for Eng/and, but Major General Xir# ſtill remains in the Logh, 
about a Mile trom #i/more, and four Miles off the Town, in view of 
the Beſiegers, to their great Satisfaction, although he cannot ger 
into the Town, the River being Boomb'd between the Caſtle of X7/- 
more and the Garriſon, and durſt not Land his Men, tizey not being 
able to fight their way through the Enemies Cxmp, and therefore 
«pet farther Relief to be able to take the Field.
